HUSBAND HELD. 


Body of Mr«. Ernestine Voss Found 


Burned to Crisp in Ruins of 


Her Home. 


Chicago, July 30.—The body of Mrs. 


Ernestine Voss, 43, was found burned 
to a crisp in the ruins of her home, 
in the northwestern part of the city. 
The circumstances of the case have 
led the police to arrest her husband, 
John Li. Voss, and he is being held 
pending the result of the coroner's in- 
quest. A post-mortem examination of 
the corpse revealed 15 small pellets 
of metal in the body near the back- 
bone. The body was found in a sum- 
mer kitchen, and neighbors told the 
pAce that when the fire broke out 
Voss searched all other parts of the 
house before directing" his attention to 
the outbuilding, which'was the last 
part of the residence to take fire. 
Voss is also said to have asserted that 
his wife was away from home and in 
no danger of the flames. Neighbors 
told the police that the couple had 
quarreled frequently orer money mat- 
ters.

Just as he was about to go over it a 
heavy squall struck the Nora. Despite 
the efforts of the captain - the craft 
heeled over and was hit by a huge 
wave. The wind and the wave coming 
together was more than the yacht 
could stand, and it turned completely 
over, throwing the 32 occupants into 
the sea. 


Shortly after the survivors of the 


Nora were brought ashore 
another 


yacht, the Alvin B, was seen to cap- 
*ize about A- mile above the place 
where the Nora went over. 
There 


were several boats in the vicinity at 
the time and all but one person was 
saved. The Alvin B was owned by E. 
Li. Halman, a lawyer of Pottsville, Pa. 
He and a party of friends were on 
board at the time. 


Three Drown.

N. J., were drowned when their craft 
capsized through the apparent inex- 
perience of the men who had under- 
taken to handle the boat.

Mutiny Precipitated by the Arrest of 


a Soldier Who Attended a Meeting 
of Revolutionists — Printing Office 
Seized at the Capital—Grave Situ- 
ation In the Caucasus. 


St. Petersburg, July 30.—A serious 


outbreak occurred at Poltava, in the 
Sevski 
regiment, as a 
semiel 
to 


the arrest of a private of the First 
battalion, who was discovered with 
some other soldiers in a shed where 
the revolutionists are in the habit of 
holding meetings. After the arrest 
the entire Fourth battalion, accompa- 
nied by a large crowd, paraded the 
streets in defiance of the military au- 
thorities. 
The soldiers proceeded to 


the artillery barracks, where they 
seized several guns, and marched with 
them to the prison where the political 
prisoners are confined. .At this stage 
all the remainder of the Poltava gar- 
rison was called out. The loyal troops 
fired on the mutineers with machine 
guns as they were engaged in break- 
ing down the gate of the prison. Sev- 
eral were killed or wounded. 


The situation at Shusha, in the Cau- 


casus, had become so tense that the 
governor divided the quarters inhabit- 
ed by the two races by a "dead line," 
which neither faction was permitted 
to cross. 
The Tartars violated the 


order and commenced a battle. The 
garrison interfered when the combat 
became general and bombarded with- 
out partiality both camps with 21 
guns. The town is said to have been 
to a large 
extent destroyed. The 


"lasting peace" which the two races 
are said to be drawing up, if judged 
by past similar agreements, will be 
only a hollow truce which neither race 
has any intention of observing. 


A plenary meeting of the St. Peters- 


burg council of workmen's deputies, 
representing 
130,000 workmen, was 


held at Terioki, a little town across 
the Finnish border, which is now the 
Mecca of all opponents of the govern' 
ment. The members agreed that a 
general strike, though it must be de- 
clared later, at the present moment 
would be untimely. 


The situation at Tiflis also is ex- 


ceedingly strained. The viceroy has 
prohibited 
demonstrations or meet 


ings 
or 
even the promenading of 


groups of persons on the principal 
thoroughfares of the city. It is assert- 
ed that armed forces will be used to 
disperse any such gatherings without 
further preliminary warning. 


Printing Office Seized. 


St. Petersburg, July 30.—A party of 


men armed with revolvers forced their 
way into the Boussel printing estab- 
lishment here. They made the fore 
man a prisoner and prevented the 
compositors from leaving the building. 
They then had printed 150,000 copies 
of the Viborg manifesto of the out 
lawed lower house of parliament 
Strangers calling at the establishment 
while this work was being done were 
detained to prevent their giving an 
alarm. 
While this was transpiring 


within the printing works a religious 
procession escorted by policemen, both 
mounted and on foot, drew up to a 
church immediately opposite, but no 
one was aware of what was passing 
inside the establishment.

entrance to St.-John harbor should be

He 
is frankly Interested in the senate and 
pays close attention because he enjoys 
it. He is not going to reform it unless 
he can do so by the power of his own 
good example—in attending the daily 
sessions, for instance. Perhaps as a 
New Yorker bornjie feels way down 
in his heart that the state ought to 
have some representation at least on 
the floor, even by proxy from Kansas. 
At any rate, he-has not forgotten that 
while he is a senator of the state of 
Kansas be is a senator for the -whole 
United States. He realizes his own re- 
sponsibilities.

and his own election to the United 
States senate. He did not immediate- 
ly take bis seat, however, but remained 
governor long enough to force through 
all the measures be advocated, even 
threatening to give up the senatorship 
if they were not enacted. 
When all 


his pet ideas were on the statute books 
and his twelve year state fight was 
completely won he turned to the larger 
field of the nation. 


Found a Proposed Steal. ~-i~-~ 


One of the unwritten laws of tbe 


United States senate is that a new 
member must sit on a-back seat, looU" 
dnly impressed and say nothing. There 
are but few of the senatorial "kids" 
who have the courage to -run amuck 
of this law. La Follette is one of the 
few. 
Placed on one of tbe Indian com- 


mittees, a body in which ordinarily 
there is nothing doing, be discovered a 
proposed steal of several millions—some 
say over a billion—that the railroads 
were attempting to perpetrate in the 
rental of coal lands. This was going 
through without opposition when La 
Follette began asking questions. The 
promoters of tlie job became fright- 
ened and changed the bill. 
Still La 


Follette asked questions and showed a 
disposition to fight. Score point No. 1 
for the new senator from Wisconsin. 
"At a later date La Follette decided 
to make some remarks on the rate bill. 
Those remarks extended over three 
days. They constituted, so it is said, 
the most exhaustive and best informed 
speech on the railroad issue ever heard 
in the American congress. 
Yet few 


senators heard them. The highest, or 
lowest, legislative body in the land was 
'engaged in the dignified occupation of 
"hazing" a new member. Whether it 
was because of the fact that he want- 
ed to be a senator instead of a wall 
flower and "wanted to be it right away, 
or whether it was because he held no- 
tions unfriendly fo the corporations, 
the Republicans absented themselves 
-almost to a man. - 'Referring to this 
fact, La Follette said that those who 
were temporarily- absent the people 
would cause to be absent permanently. 
At this the galleries applauded so vig- 
orously that the customary threat to 
clear them was made. 
Applause is 


strictly forbidden in .the senate. 
It 


seems an unnecessary restriction, as 
there is so little done there that any- 
body wants to applaud that it hardly 
seems the body would be unduly dis- 
turbed even if the people were allowed 
to cheer to their fill. But tradition and 
dignity must be preserved, even though 
there is little else left to preserve. This 
is on the same principle that people 
must keep up appearances who have 
nothing besides or those wear brilliant 
clothes who have no other sort of bril- 
liancy. 


La Follette did not mind the sena- 


torial hazing except that it was an un- 
pleasant breach of good manners. It 
may be that he is bigger than the whole 
bunch of them and that history will 
write him down a giant among pyg- 


i mies. He is just one of the kind of 
! men. who immortalize themselves. He 
can afford small annoyances for tbe 


j greater glory that awaits him as the 
servant of the common people—"God's 
patient poor," as he himself calls them.

Indianapolis, July 'M.—Property ap- 


praisement of Indiana corporations 
for 1905, as made by the state board 
of tax commissioners, shows an in- 
crease of approximately $10,000,000 
over the valuation tor 1905. Of this 
amount ?12,000,000 is due to the in- 
creased valuation ot steam railroads.

New York Central Express Train Is 


Wrecked by a Landslide. 


PASSENGERS BADLY INJURED 


Heavy 
Rains 
Undermined the Em- 


bankment, and Forty Tons of Earth 
and Rock Slid Out on the Roadbed. 
Names of the Victims and Story of 
the Accident? ,•• 


Poughkeepsic, N. Y., July 30. —By 


running into a landslide, 11 miles be- 
low this city, Pacific express train 
number 37 of the New York Central & 
Hudson River railroad, which left the 
Grand Central station in New York at 
9:o2 o'clock Sunday night, was wreck- 
ed shortly befofte midnight. 


The locomotive of the "flyer" was 


thrown from the rails and plunged, into 
the Hudson river. Fireman Mills was 
killed outright and Engineer Edward 
Veils, whose home is in the Bronx, 
New York, was so badly injured that 
he will die. Fifteen passengers were 
seriously injured and a score of others 
received mtnor hurts. The most seri- 
ously 
injured are: Edward Kelly,

northbound track. The express train 
plunged into the mass of earth and 
stone. The locomotive turned turtle 
and rolled into the river. The heavy 
trucks of the baggage car and first 
coach sank into the pile of earth and 
brought the train to a sudden stop. 
The pas&engers were thrown violently 
about the cars. The wrecked train 
was made up of four Pullman cars, six 
day coaches, one baggage car, one 
mail car and one combination bag- 
gar*" and mail car. Four of the day 
coaches were wrecked. 


Superintendent McCoy of the Hai
